Tomorrow Is Voting Day In 'Hottest' School Campaign 


The ‘‘hardest campaigned’* school election in the memory 
of many Marin residents comes to a close tomorrow as some 
55,000 county residents go to the polls to select trustees in 
most school districts and decide on important tax and bond 
matters. 


, 
The election has attracted more interest than any other 
similar voting since World War II because of the many candi­ 
dates who are competing for school board positions. Also of 
interest is the battle for and against finance measures of the 
Tamalpais Union High School District. 


It is one of the few elections where voters will have a 
choice of candidates for the position of trustee and also one 
election where candidates have sent direct mail publicity to 
voters.

Voters in Novato are the only persons who will not cast 
ballots in the election. 
Although there will not be an election for the board of 
education members in San Rafael, voters in the district will be 
asked to vote for a candidate to the tax-supported College 
of Marin. Voting in San Rafael will be conducted from 7 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. at the E Street School. 


THE ISSUES 
These matters of finance will be on the Friday ballots: 
1. Tamalpais Union High School District is asking for 
a tax increase of 32 cents to 51.57 for each $100 of assessed 
property value. A one-vote margin for the increase will ap­ 
prove the measure. 
2. Tamalpais Union High School District requests ap­ 


proval of a 1,530,000 bond issue. A two-thirds majority is 
needed to approve the bonds. 
3. Dixie School District will ask approval of $50,000 in 
bonds and 5250,000 in state loans. 
Both matters require two- 
thirds majorities. 
4. Sausalito voters will be asked to retain the $1.30 tax 
rate voted by the electors of the district three years ago. A one- 
vote margin will pass the measure. 
1 here are no candidates for election in three school dis­ 
tricts, but elections will be held for write-in candidates. 
The 
districts are Lincoln, San Quentin, and Union. 
Electors of the tairfax, Kentfield, San Anselmo, and San 
Jose school districts will also vote on whether to increase the 
size of their respective governing boards from three to five 
members. In Larkspur, Mill Valley, Ross and Sausalito, the 


boards have already determined that the number shall be in­ 
creased to five. 
These eight districts will each vote for two 
additional trustees besides the regular trustees.

Says David 


Tam Union High School’s tax 
increase and bond issue must pass 
tomorrow if minimum school needs 
are to be met, Kentfield citizens 
were told last night. 
L. Earle David, president of the 
high school district board of trus­ 
tees, bluntly warned that “if this 
program (tomorrow's election) is 
not successful, you will have an­ 
other program in the immediate 
future." Voters are beinjf asked 
tomorrow to raise the tax rate 
frsm $1.25 to $1.57 and approve 
a bond issue of $1,330,000. 
WHY FAVORED 
Speaking et a panel discussion 
sponsored by the Kentfield Civic 
League, David declared that the 
bond issue is needed for several 
reasons including these: 
1. Earthquake proofing of Tam 
High buildings to bring them up 
to the Field Act requirements. 
2. Building 
boys* shower and 
locker room. Tam High’s capacity 
Is 1,550 students, but the boys’ 
locker room capacity is only 850. 
Then must come girls’ locker and 
showers, new girls gym, and ulti­ 
mately a new pool. 
3. Construction of five class­

David made ii clear the school 
board was not fooling last year 
when it asked for a $1 tax hike. 
That original plan looked ahead 
about five years, he explained. 
“The present program is not a 
substitute (for the original $1 re­ 
quest),” David pointed out. “It is 
only an interim program that 
looks forward about two years.” 
The proposed bond issue would 
only start a third high school site, 
David emphasized. In order to 
complete the third high school 
and avoid double sessions, more fi­ 
nances would have to be voted, 
he indicated. 
High school population in 1960 
will be double today’s 2.100 stu­ 
dents. In a year or two, students 
originating in San Anselmo alone 
will fill Drake High.

Joseph Viatonis was under a 
suicide guard at the Marin 
County Jail today while insist­ 
ing he did not fire the bullets 
which killed his ex-wife’s fa­ 
ther and paralyzed her mother. 


Viatonis, who was scheduled 
to be arraigned in Marin Mu­ 
nicipal Court at 1:30 p.m. to­ 
day on charges of murder and 
attempted murder, whispered, 
"may God strike me dead, I’m 
not guilty" 
The unemployed machinist told 
police the shots were fired by a 
friend of his who took off into 
the woods after the shooting. 
But police termed the story 
“fantastic.” 
San 
Rafael 
Police 
Chief Frank Kelly said, “We’re 
positive he’s the man th at m ur­ 
dered M artynas (Martin) Pavels." 
Kelly felt a death penalty should 
be sought against him. 
Pavels, Lithuanian refugee who 
worked as a cook at King Cotton 
and lived with his family «at 1130 
Mission avenue, San Rafael, was 
killed during a shooting on Tues­ 
day night. 


SHE STARTS ANEW 
Mrs. Viatonis, who spent the 
night after the murder in the 
Bermuda Palms in San Rafael 
with her three children, returned to 
the scene of the killing yesterday. 
Here, she will try to pick up the 
remnants of a family life. She told 
police she could take care of her­ 
self but case workers of the M arin 
County Welfare Department were 
expected to talk to her about m ak­ 
ing a living. 
Mrs. Viatonis was treated for 
deep fingernail gashes on her neck 
and face which police said she 
received while battling with Via­ 
tonis to stop further shooting and 
killing on Tuesday. 
Her children, Ronald 3, Sandra 
2, and Violet 20 months, saw the 
shooting but were uninjured. 
Dr. Rafael Dufficy Jr., M arin 
County physician, said Mrs. Grete 
Pavels, 42, also shot, would not 
be moved to a San Francisco hos­ 
pital but will be treated at San 
Rafael General Hospital. 
A bullet pierced the right side 
of Mrs. Pavel’s neck and entered 
her spinal cord. Dr. Dufficy said 
the spinal cord may have been 
severed in the shooting. She now 
stands a 50-50 chance to live, 
he said. 
“If she gets through the next 
five days, she’ll stand a better 
chance to live,” the doctor said 
while 
reporting 
th at she 
was 
paralyzed 
from 
the shoulders 
down. He added th at the county 
welfare department has ordered 
a nerve surgeon and ortheopedic 
physician to attend Mrs. Pavels. 
Police questioned Viatonis along 
with 
his estranged 
wife, 
her 
brother, Peter Pavels, Mrs. Anita 
Miller, Richard Grundhauser, and 
Mrs. Ethel W hittaker, all persons 
associated with the 
killing 
on 
Tuesday. 
Viatonis, who spoke in broken- 
English and incoherent phrases, 
refused to admit the killing and 
Insisted his “friend” fired the

DeValera Defeated; It Looks 
Like End Of Era In Ireland 


DUBLIN, Ireland (U.R>—Mount­ 
ing returns from Ireland’s geneia 
election indicated certain deiea 
todav for the 
government 
of 
Brooklyn-born 
Prime 
Minister 
Eamon De Valera. 
Latest figures from the country s 
complicated b a l l o t i n g sy s*err| 
ahowed De Valera’s Fianna Fail 
(Men of Destiny) Party had won 
67 of the 146 seats in the House 
compared with the combined op­ 
position total of 67. 
De Valera picked up support 
from only one of the three in­ 
dependents who had backed h^s 
policies in the previous Dali (par­ 
liament). 
The combined opposition headed 
by former Premier John Costello’s 
Fine Gael (United Party) were 
running as much as 25 per cent 
ahead of their vote in the last 
election and seemed certain to 
sweep into power. 
Costello’s party won 43 seats, the 
Labor Party took 14, the Farmers 
Party, 17. the Independents 5, 
and the Republicans, 3, with al­ 
most two-thirds of the Tetums 
counted. 


Though 33 more constituencies 
had yet to declare their results, 
veteran political experts already 
talked about the “end of an era,” 
the end of a 25-year reign of pow­ 
er for the half-blind “Dev.” 


Most observers believed the 71- 
year-old De Valera will not run 
for office again. He has governed 
since 1951, when he regained power 
from Costello, with a slender two- 
vote majority given by two inde­ 
pendents who supported his gov­ 
ernment. 


De Valera himself was re-elect­ 
ed for the 17th time in his County 
Clare 
constituency,

Hit U.S. Action 


On Oppenheimer 


CHICAGO (JPy—Thc Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists lashed out 
today at the government’s suspen­ 
sion of the security clearance of 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer as “a 
breach of faith.” 
The Bulletin, sponsored by a 
number of scientists who pioneer­ 
ed development of the atomic 
bomb, took the unprecedented step 
of adding 16 pages to its May 
edition for a thorough discussion 
of the Oppenheimer case. 
Nearly two score of Oppenheim- 
er’s 
colleague« 
or 
friends 
ex­ 
pressed faith In his integrity and 
loyalty. 
Oppenheimer is chairman of the 
Bulletin's Board of Sponsors. 
Oppenheimer, who guided the 
work of scientists contributing to 
the development of the A-bomb, 
was denied further access to clas­ 
sified material on the ground he 
associated with Communists in the 
early days of World War n and 
later opposed development of the 
hydrogen bomb. 
The Bulletin’s editorial board 
said in an editorial: : 
"It seems to us a breach of 
faith on the part of the govern- 
1 ment to call upon a man to as­ 
sume such heavy responsibilities 
in full knowledge of his life his­ 
tory and then, after he has dem­ 
onstrably done his best and given 
the most valuable services to the 
nation to use the facts to cast 
aspersions on his integrity . . 
Albert Einstein commented that 
“the systematic and widespread 
attempt to destroy mutual trust 
and confidence constitutes the se­ 
verest possible blow against so­ 
ciety.”

A maximum fine of at leaat $35 
will be inflicted on realtor mem­ 
bers of the Marin County Real 
Estate Board who put up “for 
sale” signs on residential property. 
A. N. Nipper, board president, an­ 
nounced this week. 
Penalties were decided upon at a 
recent meeting of the board and 
were incorporated into the organ­ 
ization’s bylaws. At the same time 
Nipper, speaking for the board, 
said, “we sincerely hope th at the 
day is not too distant when the 
cities and the county will pass or­ 
dinances prohibiting the use of 
‘for sale’ signs.” 


According to the board’s regula­ 
tions, any member may complain 
of a violation by “filing in writ­ 
ing” to the executive manager 
(Dan Deedy) naming the offender. 
Deedy must determine if there is 
a violation and then inform the 
offender of the violation. If the 
sign is not removed, on his order, 
within 24 hours, the violation will 
bring a $10 fine from the organi­ 
zation. 


24-HOUR NOTICE 


I f the violation is not corrected 
within three days after the 24- 
hour notice, the member will be 
called before the professional con­ 
duct committee and unless there 
is good cause for the sign, there 
will be an additional fine of $25. 
It is possible, then, th at a viola­ 
tion can bring a total fine of $35. 
More fines may be levied if the 
violation is found to be “wilful and 
intentional” and “continued.”

Deadlines On 
Vet Benefits 


Approaching 
San Rafael 


Ex-servicemen who have for­ 
gotten certain deadlines have dis­ 
covered too late th at veterans’ 
benefits they planned to use have 
slipped away for good. 
This warning comes from W P 
(Doc) Duhamel, veterans service 
officer, back from a three-day 
conference on veterans’ affairs in 
San Francisco. 
“Many last chances for veterans 
to obtain special assistance were 
«tressed at the conference,” Du­ 
hamel said. “For example. May 
is the final month this year to file 
for California’s $1,000 property 
tax exemption.” 
Right now, he added, is the last 
opportunity for many Korea vet­ 
erans—those 
discharged 
before 
August 20. 1952—to 
enroll 
in 
school with federal G I Bill as­ 
sistance. On Aug. 20 this year they 
must be in school. The deadline 
for all Korea veterans discharged 
later is two yea •$ from their date 
of separation 
Another example: July 16 is the 
last day for Korea veterans to 
apply for mustering-out pay if 
they did not get It when leaving 
the service. This applies to vet­ 
erans who were separated from 
sendee before July 16, 1952. All 
released after that date received 
discharge pay automatically. 
Veterans have 120 days after 
discharge to resume premium pay­

EDITORIAL OPINION 
ANOTHER CASE OF OVERPOPULATION 
County Should Tighten Up 
'Charity Carnival' Permits 


It has always seemed to us that if an 
organization asks the public for funds “for 
a. good cause/’ the organization should sub­ 
sequently report to the public hojv much 
money is raised and what it is spent for. 
For some years the annual Larkspur ’49er 
Fiesta sponsors (the Lions Club) published 
a kind of income and outgo statement after 
each fiesta. They told the woild how much 
money they took in, how much went for 
what expenses and how much went into 
their fund toward acquisition and develop­ 
ment o? a recreation center. 
We always thought this an admirable pro­ 
cedure and said so a time or two in this 
space. 
By contrast, we can recall an organiza­ 
tion to whom we lent a helping hand not 
long ago. “It’s all for a good cause, ’ we were 
told. 
It was all just a little too vague for our 
credulity. We investigated. We found that 
only about 10 rents of each dollar taken in 
went for the advertised purpose. 
Most of 
the rest ol t 
loney went to pay expenses 
for the organ 
ion’s officers to attend con­ 
tentions in distant cities. 
Undoubted!', sending the officers to the 
conventions is “a good cause,” but we would 
feel better about it if it had been publicized 
as a purpose of the fund-raising event, 
instead of the worthier purpose which re­ 
ceived only about 10 per cent of the money 
raised. 
This situation, we imagine, is what Super- 


visor Vera Schultz of Mill Valley had* in 
mind the other day when she suggested 
stricter requirements for “charity carnivals” 
seeking exemptions from the county’s $150- 
t-day carnival permit fee. 


We think she is on the right track. 
We 
think her suggestion deserves support and 
action from the other members of the Board 
• of Supervisors. 


We don’t know exactly what requirements 
should be instituted. 
It could be that a 
simple affidavit pledging^ all “profits” for 
charitable purposes would be sufficient. We 
are inclined to lavor the rendering of a 
“financial 
statement 
showing 
how 
much 
rr\oney was taken in, how much went for 
what expenses, and how much to what 
chari tv. 


Perhaps a study of this aspect by the dis­ 
trict attornev’s office would produce exact 
provisions reasonably certain of accomplish­ 
ing the purpose of the stricter requirements. 


And just so nobody gets the idea that the 
motives of the pending application or the 
integrity of the applicants are being ques­ 
tioned, application should be granted forth­ 
with according to the “old rules.” 


The new requirements should be applied 
only to applications received after the new 
rules are formally adopted. 


The public deserves the small measure of 
protection that stricter requirements would 
provide. 


Did Drake Find San Francisco Bay?

SACRAMENTO (CN8> — An­ 
nouncement by Governor Good­ 
win J. Knight that he has ap­ 
pointed several state officials to 
draw up a comprehensive survey 
of the state’s building needs for 
the next five years, and to for­ 
mulate a sound capital outlay 
program for meeting the needs, 
marks a forward step in govern­ 
ment administration. 


Although California has had 
a program for several years, and 
has been reasonably consistent 
in carrying out the program, 
nevertheless it is incumbent on 
an administration to revise both 
the survey of needs, the estimates 
of costs, and figure the ability 
of the people to carry out such 
a program, 
about every twro 
years. 


IN ANNOUNCING the 
com­ 
mittee, the governor came out 
strongly for practicality in the 
matter of building new school 
buildings throughout the state. 
He said the state should avoid 
any charge at all that there are 
too many frills in 
the 
state 
s c h o o l building program, a 
charge which has been made 
frequently under the adminis­ 
tration of Roy E. Simpson, state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion. whose division of school- 
house planning is in charge of 
approving plans for new schools 
erected with state school bond 
money. 


"There have been some strange 
things,” the governor commented, 
“like a 
school 
with 
terraces, 
which is beautiful and artistic, 
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and where 
the 
student« 
can 
spend all their time running up 
and down hills like goata 
“We have a very serious fi­ 
nancial problem ahead, and we 
shall be hard pressed to find the 
money to pay for essentials. We 
cannot afford any unnecessary 
frills.” 


The governor pointed out that 
some residents of districts which 
are not impoverished, such as 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
feel that 
the 
so-called 
‘im­ 
poverished’ districts are not in 
as bad shape as some would im­ 
agine, especially considering: the 
quality of some of the schools 
that are being erected in these 
districts 
which 
secure 
state 
funds. Resident of the non-im- 
poverished 
districts 
help 
pay 
back those funds. 


THE SCHOOLS, however, are 
not the only items 
of capital 
outlay the committee will con­ 
sider. There are hospitals, pris­ 
ons, schools for delinquents and 
other projects which the govern­ 
or holds must keep pace with 
the growing population of Cali­ 
fornia. 


It was during the last session 
of the legislature that Governor 
Knight declared a virtual mora­ 
torium on the state’s capital out­ 
lay program, relatively speaking. 
His construction budget wound 
up at $48 million, only a small 
part of the program for the past 
three or four years. The slack in 
the program, the governor point­ 
ed out, will give the state an 
opportunity to catch up with the 
planned structures, and permit 
time for outlining 
new 
plans 
which are 
in 
line 
with 
the 
changing population and 
the 
growing need for additional stste 
services. 


SERVING ON the committee 
are John M. Peiroe, state direc­ 
tor of finance: Robert Gordon 
Sproul, president of the Univer­ 
sity of California: Roy E. Simp­ 
son, state superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction: Richard A. Mc­ 
Gee, director of corrections: He- 
man Stark, director of the Youth 
Authority: Dr. Walter Rapaport, 
director of Mental Hygiene, and 
Frank B. Durkee, 
director 
of 
public works. 


Thus, virtually all departments 
concerned with capital outlay will 
get together and formulate a pro­ 
gram, which will be submitted to 
the state legislature at the be­ 
ginning of the 1955 session. It 
will then be up to the legisla­ 
ture to determine how much of 
the program is valuable at the 
present time, and how much the 
taxpayer can stand for more cap­ 
ital outlay.

WASHINGTON — Out of the 
maze of rumor, report and par­ 
tisan scuffle which has clouded 
the air since the opening of the 
Geneva conference and the fall 
of Dienbienphu, these facts are 
beginning to emerge: 


1—EARLY military interven­ 
tion by the United 
States 
in 
Indo-China is not in ths mak­ 
ing. 
We considered a French appeal 
for carrier-based air strikes to 
avert the taking of the Dienbien­ 
phu fortress, but this was re­ 
jected by President Eisenhower 
as well as by Prime 
Minister 
Churchill. 


*—THE United States is ur­ 
gently pressing for a "united 
front” 
Pacific 
alliance 
with 
t-eth in it for the purpose of de­ 
fending 
all 
Southeast 
As i a 
against Communist aggression. 
Negotiations are going forward 
in Washington, London, Paris 
and Geneva, but such a NATO- 
type defense pact is bound 
o 
come into being slowly at best. 


S — SECRETARY Dulles is 
“straightening out" the official 
line on the importance of Indo- 
China. 
He himself never did say that 
S 
e United States should Join in 
e collective defense of Indo- 
China per se: In all his speeches 
he referred to the need of de­ 
fending all Southeast Asia, in­ 
cluding Indo-China. 
He never did say that the fall 
of Indo-China meant the fall of 
all Southeast Asia. 
But others in the Administra­ 
tion have implied it. 


ON ONE OCCASION President 
Eisenhower, calling Indo-China 
of transcendant importance to 
the 
United 
States, 
suggested 
that other free nations in South­ 
east Asia might be like a row 
of falling 
dominoes 
if 
Indo- 
China was conquered. 
There is no explicit inconsis­ 
tency in these two views. The 
domino theory has validity. The 
danger is there. But it is under­ 
standable that many should be 
confused by divergent official 
emphasis. It is useful now to 
have Mr. Dulles’ statement tn 
which he says for the Adminis­ 
tration : 
That the loss of Indo-China 
may still be averted, but not for 
sure. 
That Its fall to Communist 
hands does not necessarily mean 
the conquest of the other free 
nations of Southeast Asia. 
That, regardless of the out­ 
come of Geneva, Southeast Asia 
can only be held if it is clear 
that powerful Western allies are 
prepared to Join instantly in the 
common defense against any ag­ 
gression. 


“IF THE Communist forces 
won uncontested 
control 
over 
Indo-Chinj or any substantial 


part thereof,” Mr. Dulles has 
said, “they would surely resums 
the same pattern of aggression 
against other free peoples in the 
area.” 
This is why the Secretary is 
now conferring almost daily with 
the representatives of Thailand, 
Burma, Indoesia, the Philippines, 
Australia and New Zealand as 
well as with the British and the 
French to see whether, together, 
we can erect a wall of security in 
Southeast Asia in time. 


MR. DULLES has said frankly 
that risks must be taken in the 
form of a Pacific collective al­ 
liance with teeth, but it is now 
evident that the United States is 
not headed toward early involve- 
men in Indo-China. 
Often overlooked in his broad­ 
cast, after 
he 
returned 
from 
Geneva are the four conditions 
which he laid down for Ameri­ 
can military action in any part 
of Southeast Asia. In this speech 
he carefully cited the conditions 
which prevailed when the Unit­ 
ed States joined in the defense 
of Korea and made it clear that 
similar circumstances would have 
to be brought into being if the 
United States were to defend 
elsewhere in the Pacific. These 
conditions are: 


. 1—THE United States will act 
militarily only with other coun­ 
tries. There will be no unilateral 
American intervention. 


1—WE CAN only assist a gov­ 
ernment and a people who have 
received their independence and 
are fighting to preserve that In­ 
dependence. We will not buttress 
any colonialism. 


I—WE MUST be invited by the 
native government or govern­ 
ments to help them resist aggres­ 
sion — as we were in Korea. 


4—THE ASIAN people, who 
are to be supported, must be 
genuinely defending themselves. 
The United States will not im­ 
pose its strength upon any peo­ 
ple who don’t want to be de­ 
fended. 
(In his news conference last 
week, President Eisenhower un­ 
derscored this point: He said 
that no nation can be saved to 
the free world unless it itself 
wants to be saved; that freedom, 
by its very definition, can not 
be possessed by someone who 
doesn’t want freedom.) 


THESE CONDITIONS would, 
of course, underlie the collective 
defense pact which Mr. Dullea 
is now negotiating. But they 
cannot be brought 
into being 
quickly any more than the de­ 
fense pact itself can be brought 
into being quickly. 
America’s diplomatic and mili­ 
tary objective remains: to coun­ 
ter Moscow’s strategy of "divide 
and conquer" with a free-world 
strategy of “unite and resist.”

He mas treated for fingernail 
scratches on his temples and chin 
which, police believe, were made 
by his wife, during a scuffle for 
the murder weapon. He told police 
he could speak Russian, Polish, 
Czechoslovakian and Lithuanian. 
Kelly and Inspector Nick Giam- 
poli said they would try to find a 
Lithuanian to act as an interpre­ 
ter during further questioning. 
As he was taken to the segrega­ 
tion cell of the jail, police removed 
his belt and strings from his shoes 
as a protection against possible 
suicide attempts. They also made 
frequent visits to his cell to keep 
a close watch on him. 
He was denied a razor to shave 
but was to be allowed to use an 
electric shaver later today. 
Kelly said parafin 
casts 
were 
made of his hands to disclose evi­ 
dence of powder from shooting. 
"We’ve got a good case against 
him,” the chief went on. 
He pointed out that six .38-cali- 
ber revolver bullets were found 
on the man, the same type which 
killed Pavels and wounded Mrs. 
Pavels. 
Police said they have heard re­ 
ports that Vaitonis went to the 
apartm ent to “wipe out the whole 
family.”

Weissich Warns On 'Home Modernizers' 


Dist. Atty. William O. Weissich 
today warned all 
Marin 
home 
owners to be on the alert for “fast 
talking, high-pressure, home-mod- 
enrzat’on salesmen, s o m e t im .s 
called suede-shoe boys." 
"We have a number of com­ 
plaints from home owners in this 
area that such salesmen are be­ 
coming increasingly active here, 
particularly in the siding field,” 
Weissich said. 
The salesmen reportedly give 
false claims that the siding will 
be added to homes “at cost.” Actu­ 
ally, Weissich said, experience in 
other areas shows that the claims 
are "merely a method of selling 
material at sometimes higher than 
going prices.” 
The district a t t o r n e y also 


charged that the salesmen often 
misrepresent themselves as “area 
managers” when they are really 
working on a commission 'hasis.

Mental Health Society last week. 
The now “old fashioned” idea 
of the past few decades, th at a 
baby should be kept away from 
its mother during the first few 
days or weeks of its life to keep 
it germ free, resulted in an emo­ 
tional deprivation which wTas un­ 
natural and which was worse for 
the baby than germs, panelists 
agreed. “Rooming-in” is the prac­ 
tice of 
permitting 
mother 
and 
child to occupy the same hospital 
room. 
Speaking on the subject were 
Dr. Albert Vollmer, San Francis­ 
co obstetrician and gynecologist, 
and Dr. Lawrence Aronson, San 
Rafael pediatrician.

Famous Gandhi Film 
To Be Presented 
Locally By Ross PTA

The documentary film “M ahat­ 
ma Gandhi, Twentieth Century 
Prophet” will be presented by Ross 
Parent Teacher Association on the 
evenings of May 27 and 28 at Ross 
Grammar School. 
The film, narrated by Quentin 
Reynolds, was recently previewed 
in Washington for President and 
Mrs. Eisenhower and diplomatic 
and embassy groups. It was sug­ 
gested to the PTA by Mrs. Lucy 
Stein of the international rela­ 
tions study group. 
Produced by the American Acad­ 
emy of Asian Studies, College of 
Pacific graduate school in San 
Francisco, the picture represents 
the work of 108 cameramen, many 
of whom risked their lives to get 
the shots. It covers a period from 
1911 to the assassination of Gand­ 
hi in 1948. Much of the film was 
buried for long periods after it 
was shot, so bitter was the feeling 
in India at the time. 
The movie project had its be­ 
ginnings six years ago when Louis 
P. Gainsborough, San Francisco 
importer-exporter, 
founded 
the 
American Academy of Asian Stud­ 
ies on the conviction th at east- 
west relations could be bettered 
only through a mutual education 
in culture, religion, philosophy, 
art, and language. The academy’s 
board of directors reflects the po­ 
licy of melding two cultures: It 
includes the presidents of the Uni­ 
versity of California, Stanford, 
Mills College, College of the Pa­ 
cific as well as the ambassadors 
from India, the Philippines, Paka- 
stan, 
Indonesia, 
Saudi 
Arabia, 
and the minister of Lebanon. 
The Indian government asked 
the aid of the Academy in making 
a documentary film. Instead the 
school proceeded to 
make 
the 
movie from thousands of feet of 
actual film on Gandhi, gathered 
from all parts of the world. 
It employed skilled technicians 
to edit, to write a musical score 
and continuity and then engaged 
Quentin Reynolds to narrate the 


Features of the movie which 
have won its high praise are the 
absence 
of 
forced 
effect, 
or 
“theatricalism,” and the fact th at 
it is composed entirely of real 
shots of Gandhi and world figures 
of his period, and of the -events 
which made Gandhi famous. 


The San Francisco Chronicle 
said of the picture “one of the best 
jobs of documenting we have ever 
seen is M ahatma Gandhi, 20th 
Century Prophet. It is far more 
than a glorified news reel, tremen­ 
dously impressive and inspiring. 
This picture takes its power from 
the man who is its subject, Mo­ 
handas Karamchand Gandhi, oft­ 
en called ‘The Most Powerful Man 
of the 20th Century.’ The Indian 
delegate to the United Nations 
said after Gandhi’s death, ‘He 
was the world’s tallest man, judg­ 
ed by moral standards’. You’ll see 
Tagore, Nehru, Boas, Viceroy Ir- 
wi5n, Gandhi’s wife, and other 
fascinating individuals, . . . but 
the masses in the crowd scenes 
make the most vivid impression. 
The 
film 
gains 
much 
of 
its 
strength from the contrast between 
this vast horde and the single, 
toothless, skinny little man in a 
homespun loin cloth who controls 
it. Seldom has the power of film 
been put to better use. If we had 
our way, we’d show I t ’ to every­ 
one.” 
Not generally known is Gand­ 
hi’s background as an educated 
London lawyer.

Marin has a cool answer to the 
burning question of how to escape 
summer heat. Take a dip in your 
private swimming pool. 
Between 1,000 and 1,500 private 
pools of all kinds are believed to 
be etched in the back yards of 
Marin homes, and a hundred more 
are expected to be added again 
this year. 
Private pools are no longer be­ 
yond the reach of anyone who can 
afford a home and a car. Paddock 
Engineering Co., major pool build­ 
er in Marin, points out that its 
pool styles come in about 35 style 
combinations and range in price 
from that of a low priced car to 
custom-built limousines. Another 
pool builder in Marin is Rancho 
Pools of California, a newcomer 
this season, with offices at 124 
Throckmorton avenue, Mill Valley. 
Paddock this year opened a new 
office on Highway 101 just north 
of Corte Madera at 1912 Redwood 
Highway in order to build pools, 
give service, provide equipment 
and chemicals. 
General manager of the Pad­ 
dock office in Marin is George Ot- 
tinger, who estimates that his 
firm will build about 35 pools 
again this summer as it has done 
in the past. 


MARCITE FINISH 
Newest addition to Paddock pool 
construction this year is the Mar- 
eite finish, a ground marble pro­ 
duct that gives pure white finish 
to the pool interior. Ottinger ex­ 
plains that Marcite is even better 
than the Silicite used in the past 
because it is whiter, easier to 
clean, and more resistant to wear. 
There are 400 swimming pools 
that have taken out city or county 
permits in Marin, and of these 
about 200 have been built by Pad­ 
dock, according to Ottinger. The 
total number of pools, however, 
are much larger than 400 because 
many were built without permit 
applications. 
Estimated construction time of 
one of these concrete pools is from 
a month to six weeks. In other 
words you still have time to bring 
a private lake into your back yard 
by mid summer. 


ALL SIZES, SHAPES 
Among the most recent examples 
of Paddock pools in Marin are the 
17 by 34 feet oval pool of A. W. 
Goodwin of Ross, the 16 by 38 
feet Special San Mateo owned by 
Ansel J. Schloss of Country Club 
Heights, the 20 by 40 Custom San 
Mateo of H. C. Billings Jr. in 
Kentfield, and large rectangular 
pools of Sy Nash in San Anselmo 
and George B. Schirmer in Kent 
Woodlands. 
These pools are all maintained 
and serviced by Paddock experts. 
Raymond F. Luce of Kent Wood­ 
lands owns a custom oval pool 20 
by 40 feet, which he maintains 
himself. 
With 
modern 
cleaning 
and 
maintenance equipment, pool up­ 
keep is no problem now whether 
the owner does it himself or has 


the pool company do it for him, 
Paddock officials point out. 
One of the more unusual pools 
built by Paddock in this area is 
a giant (52 by 66 feet) free form 
landscape pool on the Dewey Don­ 
nell Ranch in Sonom^ It is shap­ 
ed to blend in with land con­ 
tour and has an island in the cen­ 
ter with a statue. 


NEW POOL COMPANY 
Rancho Pools of California, lo­ 
cated in Mill alley, has other offi­ 
ces in San Jose and Sacramento. 
The company specializes in low 
co6t quality pools, according to 
Helen Ryan, co-manager. Man­ 
ager is William Osterman. 
Pools begin from as 
low 
as 
$2,175 including filter, Mrs. Ryan 
stated. The company makes both 
poured and Gunite pools and also 
makes patios and other outdoor 
installations. 
Since Rancho Pools is a new­ 
comer to Marin, officials do not 
know how many they will build 
this year, but at least one Rancho 
pool is nearing completion at the 
home of Frank Regalia, 1980 No­ 
vato boulevard, Novato. 
The other major pool builder 
for this area is Landon Inc., which 
operates from Belmont. Accord­ 
ing to President Everett Landon, 
his firm has built about 150 pools 
in Marin and hopes to add an­ 
other 25 or 30 this year,

Some of the newest Landon

Practically all pools now are 
built of Gunite or pneumatically 
applied concrete, applied by air 
pressure. Advantages of Gunite 
are speed, economy and elimina­ 
tion of sharp corners that be­ 
come dirt traps and useless space. 
In Paddock pools, the interior is 
then finished with Marcite. 
Form poured concrete pools take 
much longer to build and are 
more expensive than Gunite pools» 


DIVING BOARD? 
Size of a pool and depth depend 
on the space available, whether a 
diving board will be installed, and 
how much money you want to 
put in. For diving, the length 
should be about 25 feet at least. 
The deepest part of the floor 
should be a least 10 feet from the 
deep end of the pool and five foot 
depth should be maintained at 
least 25 feet from the deep end. 


The shallow end should be about 
three or three and one-half feet 
deep, and this should slope evenly 
down to the five foot break. For 
an ordinary diving board, the 
deepest part should be about eight 
and one-half feet, although that 
depth must be increased for div­ 
ing towers. 


In general a pool length should 
be at least twice the breadth. A 
usable pool can be as small as 12 
by 24 feet, but a larger size of 
about 16 by 22 is considered to be 
the minimum. 


Walls of the poor snould go down 
vertically for a least 30 inches 
from the top to give enough room 
for swimming and 
to

Nears End 


CHRISTCHURCH.

The New Zealand linen flax in­ 
dustry, now a mere shadow of the | 
“war boom” business, may fa c e , 
extinction soon. 
The New Zealand Linen Flax 
Corp., which owned a string of 17 
factories during the war. now has 
only five under its control. Soon, 
the corporation wilh sell another 
130.000 ($66.000) factory on the 
South Island. 


W ith the oversea price of linen 
fibre at only £240 ($525) a ton, the 
industry faces a grim future. 
The flax business boomed during 
the war when fibres were in heavy 
demand and prices skyrocketed. 
The end of the war brought a 
sharp recession, but the Korean 
W ar sparked another short-lived 
boom. 


The Dutch 
floods 
of 1953, in 
which thousands of acres of linen 
flax lands were swamped, also pro­ 
vided a brief respite, but only 
enough to steady the downward 
trend in world prices. 


In 1942-43 New Zealand grew 
21,858 acres of linen flax on be­ 
half of the United Kingdom gov­ 
ernm ent, but now the total area 
is a mere fraction of this amount. 
Only a few years agojLhe C an­ 
terbury plains, on the South Is­ 
land, were studded with flourish­ 
ing 
linen-flax 
mills, 
and 
the 
pounding of mill engines was a 
fam iliar sound at Oxford, M eth- 
ven, Leeston, Waikugu and M ak i-. 

Otago and Southland had 
seven mills and M arlborough two.

Californians are able to spend 
virtually as much time as they 
choose in their gardens for a pe­ 
riod of eight to ten months out of 
every year.

Infra-Red Heat Lamp 
Usçd In TV Repairs 


SCHENECTADY. N Y. (U.R) — 
The infra-red heat lamp, a well- 
known aid to aching muscles, is 
now helping cure "sick” television 
receivers. 


The new use of the heat lamp 
was reported to the General Elec­ 
tric Co. by a TV repairman, May­ 
nard Kuljian of Laguna Beach, 
Calif. 
He said some set malfunctions 
don’t show up when the receiver 
is being worked on in the service 
shop, since the chassis runs cooler 
out of its cabinet. Kuljian’s solu­ 
tion is to use the infra-red lamp 
to warm up a suspected ailing con­ 
denser or resistor. 


No one can ever deny that sand­ 
wiches are necessary to the suc­ 
cess of a picnic — and so are 
pickles, cake, cookies, fruit, soft 
drinks and all the other goodies 
which make picnic time, good ap­ 
petite time.

In 
either case it takes a camera to 
record permanently the fun and 
excitement of the picnic day. 
One doesn’t have to ’bfe an ex- 
part photographer to get the kind 
of snapshots which will make the 
event live in memory in the years 
ahead. Nor dees ©ne have to own 
an expensive camera bristling with 
gadgets of every description. These 
days even the most simple cam­ 
eras take good pictures. It does 
help, though, to use a little fore­ 
thought about the pictures to be 
taken, rather than going “shutter 
happy” on the scene and shooting 
roll after roll of film on every­ 
body and everything. 
DON’T POSE PICNICKERS 
A major rule to follow is never 
pose the folks at the picnic. Is 
there anything sillier than a pic­ 
ture of a group of people posed 
stiffly and staring blankly at the 
camera? Have them doing some­ 
thing! Dad. garbed in his chefs 
hat and apron, can be busily en­ 
gaged in spearing the frankfurters 
when you snap his picture. Sister 
and brother can be lugging the 
heavy lunchbasket from the car or 
from indoors to the picnic site. 
Snap a picture of Uncle Ed down 
on his hands and knees starting a 
fire In the grill. In other words— 
let informality reign. 
Another tip for your picture- 
taking: If you don’t do much 
snap-shooting, don't guess at the 
exposure settings for your black- 
and-white film or color. Use a 
light meter if you can afford one 
or else buy one of the pocketsize 
kodaguides which all c a m e r a 
stores carry. These little card­ 
board guides which cost about a 
quarter practically do your think­ 
ing for you for all kinds of film 
under all sorts of light conditions. 
They practically guarantee good 
pictures! 
TAKE CARE OF CAMERA 
Another suggestion: if your pic­ 
nic is being held away from home 
and you are driving to the happy 
site, don’t leave your camera and 
film in the glove or trunk com- 
i partm ent of the car. The heat in 
such closed quarters will practi­ 
cally parboil your film. 
If the picnic is out in the coun­ 
try or at the beach, remember to 
bring along a fey extra rolls of 
your favorite film. You might get 
caught short otherwise. 
One thing more: Be sure and 
have extra prints made of the best 
snapshots you take for those folks 
at the picnic who were not mem­ 
bers of the family. Your friends 
will like to have souvenirs of the 
happy day too!

The plants outgrew 
the vases and were transplanted to 
fish ponds and streams. Now they 
blanket bayous and streams in 
bright purple. 
The federal government esti­ 
mates loss due to clogged water­ 


ways at 50-55 million dollars per 
year in Louisiana. The water hy­ 
acinths also kill off fish, deprive 
migratory birds of winter quarters 
and m e n a c e navigation. The 
drinking water supply is cut down. 
Gov. Robert Kennon says, and 
mosquitoes breed in the stagnant 
pools created by the current chok- 
ing-plants. 


Each year the U.S. Corps of En­ 
gineers asks Congress for special 
appropriations to cut the water­ 
ways in Louisiana clear of the 
pretty pest.

Is Outsmarted 
AUBURN, N. Y. (U.R)—Robinson’s 
Wax Works is a cleaning plant 
that services bees. 
The plant purifies and remolds 
wax foundations on which bees 
build combs inside their hives. The 
bees aren’t particular about the 
wax, but the sellers of honey are. 
Robinson’s provides beeswax for 
about 500 producers of honey. The 
re-w’orked foundations assure that 
a minimum of drones will be born 
and there will be a maximum of 
workers to produce honey. 
Empty combs are received at the 
wax works and boiled, pressed and 
run through filters to remove im­ 
purities. The beeswax is usually 
cut into pieces 10 by 24 inches 
Smaller foundations are made for 
producers who sell honey still in 
the combs. 


Modern equip­ 
ments are also available for the 
homeowner to keep up his own 
pool. 
A well-placed private swimming 
pool is usually found in an open 
area away from trees. Overhang­ 
ing branches or nearby trees are 
undesirable for at least two good 
reasons: Sun bathers usually want 
plenty of sun around the pool, 
and leaves from trees can cause 
quite a nuisance in maintenance.

Backyards Need Much Planning 


Keep utility faotors in mind 
when planning outdoors.

Movable gardens are on the 
move!

2 00 THIS YEAR 
Plastic Pools 
Here To Stay 


Vinilite pools, commonly known 


a s plastic pools, have proven their 
worth and are here to stay, ac­ 
cording to a Marin supplier who 
hopes to put in more than 200 in 
the county this year. 
Felix Vincilione of Marin Gar­ 
den Supplies in San Anselmo ex­ 
plains that people were wary at 
first because these pools were not 
too well known, but the 50 pools 
he has installed in Marin in the 
past several years have proved 
their practicality. 
He attributes the popularity of 
plastic pools to 
the 
following 
factors: 
Low cost (not much more than 
a television set), quick installation, 
durability, and Federal Housing 
Authority financing permitted for 
the first time this year. 
Although 
the 
Vinilite 
liner 
comes in any rectangular size, the 
standard is 12 by 27 feet with the 
depth rangmg from 3 to 5 feet. 
With each Vinilite pools goes a 
*et of instructions that makes in­ 
stallation even by an amateur an 
easy matter. Vincilione points out. 


PACKAGE DEAL 
The Vinilite liner itself costs 
$275. A package deal including the 
liner plus all necessary pre-cut 
lumber for the foundation comes 
for $450. Filter is $125. 
After the hole has been dug to 
the desired sizo and depth, an 
amateur can install one of these 
pools in one weekend, says Vincili­ 
one. His Marin Garden Supplies 
will provide all material and in­ 


stall the pool ready for use at a 
cost of about $650 for a standard 
pool. 
, 
Filter of course 
is 
available 
since it can drain and change wa­ 
ter, but for those who do not have 
filters, Marin Garden Supplies 
will furnish a vacuum and pump 
free of charge to customers. 


DURABLE 
Durability is such that a plastic 
pool will last about 10 years, Vin­ 
cilione stated. He explains that 
Vinilite is a tough new fabric 
developed by Firestone and Bake- 
lite Corp., guaranteed against de­ 
terioration from the sun. 
“In fact, if it weren’t for peo­ 
ple walking with shoes along the 
edges of the pool, the liners would 
last indefinitely,’* he points out. 
The liner rests on sand placed 
at the bottom of the pool floor, 
and this “give*’ prevents cracking 
of the Vinilite. Since algee will 
not stick to this plastic material, 
the poo! is easy to maintain, he 
explains. 
Siding foundation of the pool 
is of redwood, lined with water­ 
proof marine plywood. Over this 
fits the Vinilite liner. During the 
winter months a plastic covering 
can be placed over the entire pool 
until it is ready for use the next 
season. 
FHA FINANCING 
For the first time this year, 
FHA financing has been approved, 
which means no money down and 
three years to pay, Vincilione an­ 
nounced. He states that FHA 


financing was approved because 
Vinilite pools have been proved 
practical. 
Because of these advantages, 
Marin Garden Supplies hopes to 
sell more than 200 pools this sea­ 
son. 
Vincilione has been a landscape 
contractor in the county for more 
than a decade. Some of his pools 
are already three years old and 
still going strong. 
Recent examples of Vincilione’s 
“plastic” pools, picked at random 
from 
various 
commcnities, 
are 
owned by the following residents: 
Stanley 
Cowen 
of 
Sausalito, 
Richard McCabe of Ross, William 
Burch of Fairfax, Buzz Kilborn of 
San Rafael (self installed), and 
Jack E. Rutherford of Belvedere.

Anglers and yachtsmen, golfers 
and tennis 
players, 
baseballers 
and swimmers, are poised for their 
annual assault on the county s fa­ 
cilities that suit their fancy. 
Except for golfing facilities, the 
county appears sufficiently equip­ 
ped to handle the needs of the 
outdoorsmen. 
Golf 
is 
another 
thing, however, as there are only 
two courses in the country; the 
Meadow Club’s 18-hole layout in 
Fairfax, which is private; and the 
Mill 
Valley 
municipal 
course, 
which is only nine holes. 
NEED NEW COURSE 
Since there 
are hundreds of 
golfers in the immediate area, a 
new 18-hole municipal course un­ 
doubtedly would prove popular. 
Just about every other sport Is 
well-taken care of, facility-wise. 
Yachtsmen here are right on the 
edge of San Francisco Bay where 
literally hundreds of crafts, pow­ 
ered either by the wind or by mo­ 
tor, may sail about to their skip­ 
pers’ delight. 
Aside from just plain sailing for 
fun, the Marin County yacht clubs 
also provide racing program and 
social events to give the local sail­ 
ors a full summer of activity. 
Fishermen, of which there are 
countless 
numbers 
hereabouts, 
won’t have much trouble finding 
salmon, bass or trout, in particu­ 
lar. Sausalito is the headquarters 
by the Bay Area salmon fishing 
fleet which 
makes 
daily 
runs 
(weather permitting) outside the 
Golden Gate and sometimes it 
doesn’t ever have to go that far if 
the salmon schools move inside 
the bay. They already have done 
so this season. Reservations aboard 
any 
of 
the 
Sausalito-berthed 
charter boats may be made at 
local bait and tackle shops. 
ROOM F*OR BASS ANGLERS 
The 
bass 
anglers 
have 
San 
Francisco Bay to suit their fancy 
while the trout anglers can drop 
their lines either into any of a 
number of Marin Municipal Water 
District lakes or challenge Paper 
Mill Creek for some of its tasty in­ 
habitants. 
The California Department of 
Fish and Game has moved to im­ 
prove lake fishing in Marin by 
planting thousands of catchable­ 
sized trout in recent years. For 
example, already this 
year 
the 
state agency has planted 33,400 
trout in the lakes. 
Anyone for tennis? Aside from 
school and private courts, three 
cities have provided facilities for 
the local racqueteers, namely Mill 


Valley, San Rafael and San An­ 
selmo, all of which are equipped 
for night play. 
Baseball is plentiful, what with 
Little Leagues for boys 9-12 op­ 
erating in San Anselmo, San R a­ 
fael, Novato-Hamilton Field, and 
southern Marin; a Pony League 
for boys 13-14 in San Rafael And 
semi-pro teams in San Rafael, San 
Anselmo, Mill 
Valley, 
Tiburon, 
Tomales and Marin City. 
“Play 
ball” is a well-used expression in 
Marvelous Marin and, if you can’t 
play the game, a fine outdoor-type 
pastime this summer would be to 
take the family out to the ball 
games, schedules of which will ap­ 
pear periodically in the Independ- 
ent-Joumal. 
When it comes to keeping the 
kids busy during the summer, Ma­ 
rin’s cities are right up to date 
on recreation programs. 
All of the 
incorporated 
cities 
have provided summer programs, 
complete with expert instructors, 
to direct your kids through a 
comprehensive program that cov­ 
ers story hours, crafts, dramatics 
and fielc* trips for the younger 
children and competitive athletjcs 
for the older ones.

Chicago .Largest City 
To Tax Tobacco 


CHICAGO (U.R)—Chicago is the 
75th U .S. city to collect a tax on 
tobacco. 
The tax, effective Oct. 1, made 
Chicago the largest of cities col­ 
lecting on tobacco. 
Other large cities with such a 
tax are Buffalo, N. Y., St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Mo., Washington, D. 
C., Birmingham, Ala., and Fort 
Worth, Tex. 
Records of the Municipal Fi­ 
nance Officers Association show 
that other 
Illinois 
communities 
are following 
Chicago’s 
lead in 
taking advantage of this source 
of revenue. 
Prior to the last session of the 
Legislature, Illinois cities were not 
authorized to tax cigarettes. 
Informal estimates by Chicago 
authorities indicate that the tax 
will yield more than $4,000,000 per 
year.

Hard Headed Bumblebees Are Needed 
CORVALLIS, Ore., (U R)—Central 
Oregon alfalfa growers are en­ 
couraging propagation of large 
colonies of wild bumblebees be­ 
cause they have harder heads than 
honey bees. 


The alfalfa blossoms contain a 
tiny spring-trap. When the bee 
digs down for nectar a trigger Is 
released and the bee gets bopped 
on the head. To the soft-headed 
honeybee the blow Is painful. So, 
after a few bops on the head the 
honeybee avoids the alfalfa fields, 
the blossoms are not pollinated 
and the seed crop suffers.

Mt. Tamalpais State Park. Near­ 
by is hushed coolness of Muir 
Woods National Monument, a fit­ 
ting retreat for meditation and 
quiet meandering. 
Near the big park and on the 
slopes and watershed areas of Mt. 
Tamalpais there are many public 
picnic grounds. These are located 
in the 16,000-acre Marin Muni­ 
cipal Water District watershed. 
Hikers and the hardier picnick­ 
ers will enjoy these, since most of 
them can be reached only by trail. 
Usually tables, fireplaces, water 
supplies, and comfort stations are 
provided. Ttails to these areas and 
miles of others are available to 
hikers through the efforts of the 
Tamalpais Conservation Club. In­ 
formation on these picnic areas 
are a r .liable at the water district 
office at 874 Fourth street, San 
Rafael. 
The district’s picnic 
areas at 


Phoenix Lake, Rock Springs, and 
Deer 
Park 
Meadows, 
can 
be 
reached by car. The one at Deer 
Park Meadows contains tables but 
is restricted to some extent by the 
new Deer Park School. 
PHOENIX LAKE 
The Phoenix Lake area can be 
reached by Lagunitas road, Ross, 
and Rock Springs and is almost 
at the top of Mt. Tamalpais near 
the Mountain Theater area. 
The 980 acres in Mt. Tamalpais 
State Park is open to the public 
without charge and can be easily 
reached by State Highway 1. Per­ 
sons who wish to build fires in 
especially designed fireplace areas 
such as Bootjack Camp, may buy 
firewood at the park headquarters 
located near Pan Toll junction. 
For unsurpassed vistas of the 
San Francisco ocean area and the 
west shores of Marin, the summit 
areas provides numerous viewing 
places. Ridgecrest boulevard, 


road along the high ground north­ 
east of the mountain peak, is just 
one of these places. Another is the 
Dad O’Rourke memorial seat, lo­ 
cated off this boulevard opposite 
the Rock Springs picnic area. 
Two other fine 
state 
parks, 
Samuel P. Taylor, and Tomales 
Bay, also are available to thé day 
and overnight camper. There is 
a charge for admission to Taylor 
park and firewood also may be 
purchased. Located just 12 miles 
from the heart of Marin’s resi­ 
dential area the park contains 
100 complete picnic units. Some of 
the units are located on the open 
bank of a stream and the whole 
area is sheltered by a thick and 
beautiful growth of redwoods. 
Tomales Bay park is noted for 
its small but 
perfectly 
formed 
cove-like beaches. Reached on Sir 
Francis Drake boulevard by way 
of Inverness, the park at present 
contains only one beach accessible 
by car. That.is Shell Beach which 
is composed of two coves. Sur­ 
rounded by wooded areas, the 
waters of the bay are excellent 
for swimming and small boating. 
Shell beach area contains a park­ 
ing lot. Other beaches in the park 
must be reached by hiking. Per­ 
sons visiting these areas are ad­ 
vised to take their own water.

Are In Fashion 


Try Growing Wild Flowers 
To Brighten Shady Places 


By DFAN HALLIDAY 
Many wild flowrrs can be grown 
successfully In the home garden 
to brighten shady places, if the 
gardener rearranges the soil to 
suit their tastes and also gives 
consideration to conservation. 
Wild flowers will flourish in the 
home garden If the soil is made to 
approximate that in which they 
grow in the woods. 
Furthermore, wild flowers col­ 
lected in the woods rarely survive 
transplanting to the home garden. 
Instead, therefore, of despoiling 
their woods habitat, buy your 
specimens from those nurseries 
which specialize in propagating 
them. This department will send 
names of such nurseries on re­ 
ceipt of requests with a self-ad­ 
dressed. stamped return envelope 
enclosed. 
Since most wild flowers grow 
tr woods soil rich in humus, the 
home gardener hoping to be suc­ 
cessful with them must add leaf- 
mold, peatmoss and sand to the 
average garden soil. 
A list of 12 wild flowers which 


should succeed in the average 
wildflower garden might include 
hepatica, bloodroot, Dutchmen's 
breeches, trilliums, Mayapple, co­ 
lumbine, white baneberry, yellow 
violet, adder’s tongue, Jack-in- 
the-pulpit, spring beauty and yel­ 
low ltdy’s slipper. 
Dutchmen’s breeches is one of 
the 
dainty 
springtime 
flowers 
which is easy to cultivate, provid­ 
ing the soil is rich, yet light and 
in partial shade. 
The flowers are produced on 
stalks six to eight inches tall, as 
shown in the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph. The delicate, ivory- 
hu*d flowers look like inverted 
trousers. The plant grows from a 
tiny tuber which should be plant­ 
ed one inch deep.

able shade of pink, salmon, rose 
and red. The Ivy geranium, with 
its trailing habit so useful for pot 
or basket, comes in lavender and 
purple as well. 
Any garden that will grow or­ 
dinary annuals or perennials, will 
grow geraniums. The ideal soil 
would be slightly acid—three parts 
clay loam, one part coarse sand 
and one part organic matter. A 
liberal amount of bone meal may 
be added for fertilizer. Plant ger­ 
aniums where they will receive 
plenty of sunshine. They will not 
thrive in complete shade, although 
light colored varieties will wel­ 
come shade during the hottest 
part of the day. 


Water geranium plants thor­ 
oughly when soil appears dry, 
soaking to a depth of six inches or 
more. Do this onct a week, rather 
than sprinkling lightly every day. 
Also, if possible, water early In the 
day, ao that the foliage will be dry 
by evening. If leaves appear pale 
or plants appear to have stopped 
growing, apply any good general 
fertilizer. Not too much, however, 
as over-fertilizing and over-water­ 
ing may result In too heavy leaf 
growth with few blooms. 
For the collector, there are doz­

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New Method Of Studying Viruses 
BERKELEY (U.B—A pioneering 
technique of smashing viruses in 
the electron microscope and pho­ 
tographing the minute debris has 
been perfected in the virus labora­ 
tory at the Berkeley campus of the 
University of California. 
The development Is expected to 
give scientists further insight in 
elementary growth and reproduc­ 
tion of viruses. 
Dr. Robley C. Williams and Dr. 
Dean Fraser said their discovery 
will shed new light on viruses and 
the key substance involved in 
transmitting the heredity of every 
living thing—nucleic acid. 
The researchers said they broke 
open a virus on the specimen 
Screen of the electron microscope 
and were able to examine and 


identify with that particle ths 
“chromosomes,” or heredity-deter- 
miners, that came from the virus. 
The “chromosomes” are known 
to be almost pure desoxyribrost 
nucleic acid, the biophysicists said, 
and it is a form of nucleic acid 
that is implicitly involved in de­ 
termining the heredity of every 
living thing.

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Modem Pest Controls Help 
Save Lawns From Insects 
Fortunately for the busy garden­ 
er, grass lawns in California are 
appetizing to a very limited vari­ 
ety of insects. 
During the summer, however, 
Lawn Moths and Skipper Butter-, 
flies like to lay their eggs in the 
thick, moist sod of a well-tended 
lawn. Both fly in short, zig-zag 
flights close to the lawn, the 
moths at dusk the skippers in day­ 
light. 
These egg-laying adults do not, 
themselves, harm grass, but their 
larvae hatching from the eggs, 
feed on grass plants at the sur­ 
face of the ground. Severe infes­ 
tations result in browning of the 
lawn in irregular “moth-eaten” 
patches. 
PROTECT YOUR LAWN 
Modern pest controls can pro­ 
tect your lawn against these dam­ 
aging larvae. Just remember the 
adults fly in from outside and the 
whole state wrould have to be 
treated to deactivate them. What 


the homeowner is concerned with 
is only the grass-eating larvae. | 
Right now is an excellent time to ! 
start treating. Up until this time 
they have not been numerous1 
enough to make treating worth- 
while. 
Arsenate of lead at 5-10 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet is an old, j 
effective remedy. However it is j 
difficult to apply because it is 
dusty. Also it is poisonous and ! 
must be used with caution. Chlor- 
dane is the preferred chemical 
these days because of its safety 
margin and its efficient residual 
protection. It can be applied in 
any of three forms: 
1—Easiest is the granular pest 
control—not dusty, clean to use, 
easily hand broadcast or applied 
through a lawn spreader.

2—Spraying is a common meth- ; 
od but application is fussier and 
less uniform. 
3—Dusting is probably the least j 


apply evenly as correct rates are 
very light. 


Two or three applications dur­ 
ing summer and early fall are 
usually sufficient. If browning of 
the lawn continues under such a 
procram it is likely from fungus 
disease, lack of moisture or some 
other cause.

ITHACA, N. Y. (U.PJ—Cornell 
University agricultural economists 
have figured out that one horse­ 
power cost 34 cents an hour. 
The figure is based on cost ac­ 


count records kept on 17 horses 
in use on upstate New York farms. 
The professors found it costs 
$141 to keep a horse fed, stabled 
and harnessed. Much of the money

PICNICS ARE OLD 
Some of the first picnics are 
mentioned in the verses of the 
famous Greek poet, Homer, who 
lived more than 2,000 years ago. 
Outdoor eating of one kind or an­ 
other has been a favorite through­ 
out the years since then. Today it 
is a favorite still, with people 
throughout the world. 
Originally picnics were held in­ 
doors, that is, the pleasure-moti­ 
vated gatherings of friends and 
relatives. For a while, they were 
considered the height of social 
fashion. The various guests would 
bring various dishes which were 
placed on a common table. Then 
all would pick what appealed to 
him from numerous offerings. Due 
to the large numbers of people 
who attended this popular form of 
entertainment, it was necessary to 
move the scene of operations out 
of doors because no one building 
could accommodate all the guests. 
There was a time during the 
18th century in England when the 
popular outdoor outing, as we 
know it, developed into quite a 
formal 
affair. Picnic societies 
were the vogue and not only did 
the guests partake of a sumptuous 
buffet style meal, but were treated 
to theatrical and social entertain­ 
ment.
